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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant contends, The Applicant agrees 
to the extent that the cited passage states that the NRZ data input can be the reference data: "If the NRZ data input at 1402 is the first 
input data, and is to become the reference data, then the NRZ data is fed..." (Schachner col. 21 , lines 38 39, emphasis added) However, 
this statement is irrelevant in relation to Applicant's argument that Schachner does not disclose comparing input and output sequences as 
claimed". 

The Examiner would like to point out that claim 1 explicitly recites, "comparing the output sequence with the input sequence to determine a 
first number of erroneous symbols in the output sequence". Col. 6, lines 19-35 in Schachner explicitly teaches that the actual NRZ digital 
data streams received or output from the disk drive is compared to reference data streams stored in Reference Memory 1422 in Figure 14 
of Schachner. Col. 21 , liners 38-41 in Schachner explicitly teaches that the NRZ data input becomes the reference data stored in 
Reference Memory 1422 in Figure 14. The Authoritative Dictionary of IEEE Standards Terms define sequence as a set of bits, packets or 
messages ordered in time, hence the NRZ digital data streams received or output from the disk drive is an output sequence and reference 
data is an input sequence. Col. 6, lines 19-35 in Schachner explicitly teaches comparing the NRZ digital data stream output sequence 
from the disk drive with the reference data input sequence. Col. 5, lines 45-47 in Schachner explicitly teaches that each error is counted, 
hence Schachner explicitly teaches comparing the NRZ digital data stream output sequence from the disk drive with the reference data 
input sequence to determine a first number of erroneous symbols in the output sequence. 
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
